How it Kills Homan Beings—Its 
Attacks on @ther Animals. 


Of all the existing man apes, the 
gorilla is beyond question the most 
formidable, a large male standing 
not infrequently over 5 feet 6 
inches in height, and bones being 
known of one which apparently 
measured in life no les than 6 feet 
2 inches. It is not, we now know 
from experience in the gardens and 
elsewhere, ~ always when young 
quite so ‘‘utterly untamable a 
beast’? and so “‘entirely and con- 
stantly an enemy of man’) as Du 
Chaillu represented; but it is sav- 
age and morose enough, says the 
London Times.

It is 
credited with capturing and steal 
ing women and carrying them off 
to keep them in the forests, and, 
armed with clubs, is said to at- 
tack and beat off elephants.

TENDER FEET. 

Evening is a sad time with many 
persons because of the wretchedly 
tender condition of the soles o 
their feet, which burn and tingle 
and even ache as the day passes and 
night falls. They get up in 


for a time, the soles get hot, ite! 
sometimes, and feel raw and tender 
with every step. 


it has become almost unbearable. 


Inspecti-n of the feet may show 
absolutely nothing, or they may be 


red and more or less swollen, and 
perhaps hot to the touch. : 

This affection is often associated 
with excessive perspiration of the 
feet, sometimes so extreme that the 
Stockings are constantly damp or 
actually wet; yet it may occur with- 
out this unpleasant accompaniment 

It is not necessarily associated 
with being on the feet, standing or 
walking for very long periods, al- 
though in those predisposed to the 
affection, every minute of standing 
aggravates it. 

It is of nervous origin, the nerves 
regulating the circulation—the so- 
called vasomotor nerves — being 
especially concerned in its produc- 
tion. 

The cause may be found to @e a 
sinking down of the arch of the 
foot, the so-called flatfoot; it may! 
be in unhygienic foot-covering ; or it 
may be undiscoverable, residing in} 
some peculiar susceptibility of the 
individual. 

If there is any visible defect, such 
as flatfoot, it should of course be 
remedied by a support in the sole 
of the boot, or better, by building 
up the sole on one side so as to 
throw the weight of the body on the 
outer side of the foot. Even with- 
out a deyice of this kind the suffer- 
er may obtain much relief by try- 
ing to walk on the outer side of the 
foot, in which attempt he will be 
helped by walking ‘‘pigeon-toed,”’ 
which throws the weight of the body 
on the outer edge of the sole. 

The shoes should be of soft and 
yielding stuff, kid or canvas, and 
mever patent or enameled leather. 
Rubbers or ‘‘arctics’’ should be 
worn only when absolutely neces- 
sary, and should be removed the 
instant the wearer goes indoors or 
into a street-car, even if the stay 
is to be only five minutes. 

On returning home from 2 walk 
or from business, a change should 
he made to slippers, or what may be 
equally restful, to another pair of 
shoes. 

A powder of salicylic acid, one 
part. boracic acid, eight parts, and! 
French chalk, thirty-two parts, 
dusted inside the stockings often af- 
fords great relief in this condition. 

The foot-bath should be frequent, 
and should be followed by a few) 
minutes’ massage of the feet, with 
a view to improving the circulation 
locally.—Youth’s Companion.

ELECTRIC BREAD-BAKING. 


Electric baking-ovens have long 


been available, but their use has, 


not spread very rapidly, probably 
because of the cost, or the difficulty 
of procuring the requisite current. 
In the little Swiss town of Kerns, 
where electric power is cheap, the 
electric baking-ovens has just been 
established in a satisfactory man- 
ner. In a furnace less than eight 
feet long 100 pounds of bread, in 
loaves of one and three pounds 
each, can be baked at one time, 
and eight bakings can be made in 
12 hours. The cost of the heating 
is a little more than one cent and 
three-quarters per pound of bread.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 


Tuberculosis or consumption in 
cattle is an infectious and commu- 
nicable disease known by the forma- 
tion in the glands and other parts 
of the body of small bunches called 
tubercles. It is from these tuber- 
jeles that the disease receives its 
iname, Tuberculosis. The germs of 
| tuberculosis enter the body by way 
ot the nostrils in the air breathed, 
lor by way of the mouth or diges- 
tive tract in feed. As soon as the 
germs enter the body they begin 
| to multiply, slowly but surely un- 
til the entire body of the animal 
|becomes affected; such animals 
|spread the disease to other animals 
stabled with them and calves or 
pigs consuming milk from a tuber- 
!enlosis cow are liable to become af- 
l fected as are human beings. 

All germ diseases, and especial- 
ly tuberculosis, are more liable to 
laffect animals that are in a run- 
| down condition, such as cows af- 
flicted with infectious abortion or 
retained. after birth, than those 
that are in a strong, healthy condi- 
thon, for the reason that the animal 
that lacks vitality acts as a hot-bed 
for the germs of diseases to propa- 
gate and multiply, while the heal- 
thy, strong vigorous animal may 
vard off the disease to some extent, 

Tuberculosis being largely a} 
house or stable disease due to arti-} 
ficial life such as being housed or 
stabled, every possible precaution 
should be taken to prevent disease. 
/One tuberculous cow in a close, 
foul, hot, badly ventilated stable is 
liable to infect all other cattle in 
lthe barn.

This is the Dane’s chief point in 
the economy of feeding during the 
summer. Practically no grain is 
fed while cows are on the grass. A 
few dairymen feed a little dil cake 
to their best milkers. 

“The cows are put into the stable 
in the fall and not let out again un- 
til the following spring.

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GOOD BANK STATEMES 


for December Shows 
Country is Prospering. 

A despatch from Ottawa says: 
The December bank statement, 
just issued, reveals a substantial 
addition to the country’s prosper- 
ity. While the notes in circulation 
as compared with the month of 
November show a decrease of. $5,- 
000,000, and the current deposits a 
shrinkage of a similar amount, the 
savings deposits show an increase 
from $493,253,823 in November to 
$499,082,024 at the end of Decem- 
ber. This increase is to be taken 
as an indication of the extent to 
which the results of the harvest 
have been placed in the modern 
stocking. As for the decrease in 
note circulation, it is said to be 
due to the fact that several of the 
banks took advantage during No- 
vember of the recent Act of Parlia- 
ment legalizing increased circula® 
tion for the purpose of facilitating 
crop movement, and then evident- 
ly returned to normal circulation. 

The statement shows that the 
amount represented by call and 
short loans by the banks upon the 
security. of stocks and bonds  in- 
creased by $5,675,545. Current 
loans, too, increased by nearly 
$2,500,000, standing at the end of 
the month at $592,741,812. On De- 
cember 31st the chartered banks of 
Canada had at rest or reserve 
877,847,333. ;

Terrible Railway Accident. 


C.P. R. Train Wrecked on the Soo Line—42 Dead and as Many 
More Injured—Rev. S. Childerhouse, a Former Madoc 
Resident, Among the Victims. 


The worst railway disaster of recent 
years occurred on Friday afternoon 
last on the Soo branch of the ©. P. R. 
near Webwood at the crossing of the 
Spanish river. On approaching the 
bridge the accident happened, four of 
the passenger cars being derailed, 
three going into the river, and the un- 
fortunate passengers being either 
killed outright by the shock or drown- 
ed in the submerged cars, ‘The details 
of the accident ave the most terrible in 
the annals of railway accidents. At 
latest accounts 42 bodies have been re- 
covered, but more are still believed to 
be in the riyer, and the injured num- 
ber as many more. The wrecked cars 
were one second class, one first class, 
a diner and the Pullman. Many mir- 
aculous escapes were made,

broke in two when partly bauled out 
of the water.
